Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the 
year  1950. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  district  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  A 
feature  of  the  Statistics  is  the  continued  fall  in  the  Birth 
Rate.  During  the  year  331  births  occurred,  compared  with 
366  in  1949  and  the  Birth  Rate  was  the  second  lowest  ever 
recorded  in  the  district.  The  number  of  deaths  was  187,  the 

same  as  last  year.  - ••  mu**,:'

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  was 
reduced  from  24  to  18. 

There  was  a small  outbreak  of  Measles  during  the  year. 
No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  area  but,  unfor- 
tunately, the  acceptance  of  immunisation  against  this  dread 
disease  shows  a decline.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to 
increase  acceptance  of  immunisation  and  to  protect  the  child 
population. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
various  Committees  and  to  my  fellow  Officials  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  during  the  year.  I am  particularly 
indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  to  the  Public  Health 
Staff  for  their  valued  help.

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Prematurity  will  always  be  a potential  cause  of  loss  of 
these  young  lives  and  every  effort  is  made  to  give  specialised 
attention  to  premature  babies  immediately  they  are  born. 
Specially  trained  nurses  with-  equipment  visit  the  cases  at 
once  and  in  addition  to  the  attendance  of  the  patient’s  own 
doctor,  the  services  of  a child  specialist  are  available.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  during  the  year  prematurity  was  the 
cause  of  death  in  only  2 out  of  the  18  deaths. 

Fifteen  of  the  children  died  before  reaching  4 weeks  of 
age  and  this  neo-natal  mortality  is  most  difficult  to  reduce. 
There  is  no  one  cause  and  it  is  only  by  continued  efforts  to 
improve  contributory  factors,  e.g.,  housing,  social,  nursing, 
hospital,  medical  and  ante-natal,  that  this  unfortunate 
wastage  of  young  lives  can  be  reduced. 

Road  Accidents  and  other  Violent  Causes. 

Three  inhabitants  of  this  district  lost  their  lives  through 
road  accidents. 

Six  inhabitants  were  killed  by  other  violent  causes,  com- 
pared with  seven  in  1949.

attended  and 

almost 

all  babies  born  in  the  district  are  brought  to  these  clinics  for 
advice,  etc.,  from  the  Medical  Officers  and  the  Health 
Visitors. 
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When  breast  feeding  is  not  possible  artificial  foods  are 
sold  to  the  mothers  at  cost  price  but  every  effort  is  made  to 
encourage  breast  feeding.  There  can  be  no  question  of  the 
immense  advantages  breast  feeding  has  over  dried  milk,  but 
it  is  not  always  easy  to  convince  mothers  of  these  advantages 
and  breast  feeding  in  too  many  cases  is  discontinued  to  suit 
the  mother’s  convenience.  However,  the  Health  Visitors 
and  the  Midwives,  by  their  teaching  of  Mothercraft,  are 
increasing  the  number  of  babies  who  are  breast  fed. 

These  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  in  no  way  treatment 
centres.  All  children  requiring  active  medical  treatment  are 
referred  to  their  own  doctors.  Advice  is  given  on  the  rear- 
ing and  feeding  of  infants  and  children,  diet  and  food  value 
are  discussed  with  the  mothers,  and  the  children  are 
examined  for  any  abnormal  conditions.  The  object  of  these 
centres  is  to  help  mothers  to  rear  healthy  children,  to  find 
defects,  if  any,  at  an  early  stage,  and  to  encourage  a normal 
common  sense  attitude  towards  the  rearing  of  children. 
Health  can  only  be  obtained  by  a way  of  living  and  not  by 
bottles  of  medicine. 

At  each  clinic  there  is  a committee  of  voluntary  helpers 
and  the  work  they  do  contributes  very  largely  to  the  success 
of  these  clinics. 

(b)  Home  Visits. 

With  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the 
duties  of  Health  Visitors  have  been  considerably  extended 
and  cover  not  only  pre-school  children,  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  but  all  members  of  the  community. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Almoner  at  the 
hospital  and  cases  discharged  which  require  nursery  or 
domestic  help  are  visited  at  once  and  the  necessary  help 
made  available.

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2.  MATERNITY  SERVICE.

Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  Carcroft  and  Woodlands  with 
a Medical  Officer,  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  in  attend- 
ance. In  addition  to  medical  care,  advice  in  given  on  all 
matters  appertaining  to  pregnancy,  diet,  clothing,  maternity 
benefits,  etc.

Relaxation  classes  for  pregnant  women  are  now  held  at 
both  clinics.  At  these  classes  graduated  exercises  are 
practised,  the  mechanism  of  child  birth  is  explained,  and  talks 
are  given  on  dietary  and  breast  feeding.  In  this  way  women 
are  prepared  for  the  birth  of  the  child  and  approach  the  con- 
finement without  dread  and  fear  of  what  is  going  to  happen. 

(b)  Midwives. 

There  is  a full  complement  of  midwives  in  this  area  and 
the  domiciliary  midwifery  and  visits  made  to  the  patients  is

All  Midwives  have  now  been  supplied  with  a gas  and 
air  outfit  and  the  number  of  cases  who  receive  this  simple 
anaesthetic  to  ease  the  pain  of  child  birth  has  increased. 
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(c)  Maternity  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Close  co-operation  has  been  established  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  Specialists,  Miss  E.  Peaker 
and  Mr.  D.  R.  L.  Stevenson,  attached  to  the  local  Maternity 
Hospitals.  Cases  which  require  admission  to  hospital  on 
medical  grounds  are  admitted  as  first  priority  after  refer- 
ence to  the  Specialists.  Cases  which  require  admission  to 
hospital  for  the  confinement  because  of  overcrowding,  etc., 
receive  special  consideration  and  the  whole  scheme  is  work- 
ing most  satisfactorily. 

From  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that  60%  of  the 
births  in  the  district  take  place  in  hospital. 


3.  DISTRICT  NURSING. 

This  Scheme  has  been  extended  and  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  a relief  nurse  it  is  now  possible  to  give  the  nurses 
off-duty  times  on  a rota.  The  doctors  in  the  area  make  a 
direct  call  on  the  services  of  the  nurses. 

The  area  of  Bentley  and  Adwick-le-Street  is  now  con- 
sidered as  one  unit  and  the  services  of  the  five  district  nurses 
can  be  used  anywhere  in  the  area.  This  ensures  a more 
complete  service  and  as  all  the  nurses  have  now  a motor 
car  the  discomfort  of  cycling  around  the  district  in  inclement 
weather  is  now  a thing  of  the  past.

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The  scheme  has  still  greater  possibilities  for  the  comfort 
and  care  of  particularly  the  elderly  chronic  sick.  Beds  for 
these  cases  in  hospital  are  scarce,  the  patients  don’t  wish  to 
leave  their  homes  and  a scheme  should  be  feasible  with 
financial  aid  from  the  hospitals  to  provide  domestic  attention 
for  these  patients  in  their  own  homes  day  and  night.  This 
would  be  a great  saving  in  expensive  hospital  beds  and, 
what  is  more  important,  the  patients  would  remain  in  their 
own  homes  with  their  own  friends  and  family  around  them.

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6.  PAEDIATRIC  CLINIC. 

A Specialist  in  diseases  of  children,  Dr.  C.  Harvey,  holds 
a monthly  clinic.  Children  are  referred  to  this  Clinic  by  the 
general  practitioners  and  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
Clinics.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Acceptances  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  have 
declined.  It  may  be  that  with  the  disappearance  of 
Diphtheria  these  last  few  years  due  to  immunisation,  young 
mothers  do  not  realise  how  severe  Diphtheria  can  be  and  the 
folly  of  neglecting  to  protect  their  children  by  the  simple 
method  of  immunisation.  Continued  efforts  are  being  made 
by  all  nurses  to  increase  the  acceptance  rate.
